On August 20, 2004, Aero Communications, LLC (“Aero”) filed with the 

Commission its request to adopt the currently effective interconnection agreement 

between Kentucky ALLTEL, Inc. (“ALLTEL”) and SouthEast Telephone, Inc. 

(“SouthEast”).  That agreement was arbitrated pursuant to 47 U.S.C. §§ 251 and 252 

and was approved by the Commission.  Pursuant to 47 U.S.C. § 251(i), Aero is entitled 

to adopt the agreement.1

The Commission, having been otherwise sufficiently advised, HEREBY ORDERS 

that the request of Aero to adopt the currently effective interconnection agreement 

between ALLTEL and SouthEast is granted, effective the date of this Order.

1 During a conference call held September 8, 2004, at 1:30 p.m. Eastern Daylight 
Time, ALLTEL agreed it had no objection to the Commission’s approval of Aero’s 
request to adopt.  Additionally, ALLTEL and Aero agreed to continue negotiating even 
after this adoption was approved by the Commission.
